seers. In many places today there is 
not the usual business activity as a 
number of houses have closed down 
till Monday and the holiday keepers 
arc either remaining at home or have 
gone outside the city to take full ad- 
vantage of the rest.

Untold Wealth of .J.»hn D. Rockefel- 


ler nnd Standard Oil Company. 
The Standard Oil company, which is 


at the head of the new oil trust, is cap- 
italized at $110,000.000 under the laws 
of the state of New Jersey, but is 
worth at least a billion and a half be- 
cause of the appreciation of its stock, 
says the New York Journal. 


This octopus, which has from its mod- 


est beginning brought about a commu- 
nity of interests in the oil business of 
the world, forcing the house of the 
Rothschilds to come to its terms, is the 
owner of fleets, buildings, towns, plants 
that cover miles of territory, thousands 
of railroad oil cars and 20,000 miles of 
oil tubiiig. 


In its possession is nearly all of the 


oil land in America north of Texas, 
some of it—and the greatest holding- 
being in western Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia. Its grasp has extended 
to nearly every country in tue world, 
controlling the trade in nearly every 
section, and so profitable has become 
its trade that in 1890 the profits amount- 
ed to §4»,000,000 and have been in- 
creasing at a prolific rate every year 
since. 


Of John D. Rockefeller's holdings in 


•the Standard Oil alone an intimate of 
the financier remarked in Wall street 
recently, "I should say that Mr. Rock- 
efeller was worth today a little less 
than a thousand million dollars. Take 
his holdings in Standard Oil alone. 
They have been worth during the pres- 
ent year more than $300.000,000. But 
it must be remembered that Mr. Rock- 
efeller, who squanders less than most 
rich inon on his personal wants, has 
been growing rich at the rate of com- 
pound interest. 


"I don't think any man will deny 


that Mr. Rockefeller has made an av- 
erage of $30,000,000 a year for ten 
years. 
The reinvestment of this sum 


alone, supposing he had no principal, 
at 5 per cent compound interest would 
mean the addition of more than $400,- 
000.000 to his riches. 


"But the securities from which this 


income has been derived have steadily 
increased in value. His Standard Oil 
holdings in three or four years have 
doubled in market value; his railway 
and other securities have advanced tre- 
mendously, and in the past three years 
his wealth has, increased in a sum 
which would astonish the American 
people if the actual figures were laid 
before them. 


"There are few first class railroads 


in which he does not own some of the 
stock. There are few trusts in which 
he has not been compelled to rein- 
vest his constantly increasing income. 
At the present quotations for secur- 
ities it is impossible that he should bo 
worth much less than a thousand mil- 
lion dollars."

to get up to the Tillage of Mattituck, 
unknown to anybody outside of the 
postal authorities of the United States 
and the persons living in the immediate 
vicinity!" 


Mr. Chandler—What is the depth of 


water we are to get? 


Mr. Carter replied: "They want 30 


feet of water at Mattituck harbor. The 
senator from West Virginia very aptly 
suggests to me ajr this point that the 
turkeys are required as towboats to 
tow the catfish out of that place when 
the water gets low. The senator from 
Maryland says to me we had better 
sink a well up there and pump the wa- 
ter out in order to get a harbor. This 
sounds ridiculous,-but the naked, cold 
truth remains that out of the toiling 
millions whom we are empowered to 
tax we are to take §3,000 for this pur- 
pose.

BURGLARS AT JOHNSTOWN 


Four Places, Including the Citizens' Bank Broken Into Early 


Friday Morning—The Men Got Dozen Watches and 


Some Jewelry—One of the Men Hurt. 


Johnstov.-n. Ohio, Aug. 8— Burglars 


broke into four places at Johnstown 
shortly after midnight this morning 
and escaped with considerable booty. 


Breaking the glass in the rear door 


of the Citizens' Bank they turned the 
key and entered, and with a hatchet 
knocked the combination off the safe.

left the bank and visited M. Weis'

morning was 


sprinkled with blood and a handker- 
chief lying on the floor was soaked 
with blood. The cash register which 
had been opened, was covered with 
blood. The men secured the watches 
and jewelry at Weis' store, but got no 
money. 


They also broke into Ross & Son's 


general store and stole a few rings and 
ransacked 
the 
whole store. 
The 


fourth and last place visited was Huff- 
man's place where they took about $2 
worth .of cigars and all the nickels 
from the cigar slot machine. A type 
writer was also broken by the rob- 
bers.

trouble this morning when it came 
time to open the bank for business as 
the combination of the safe was on 
and the safe could not be opened. He 
succeeded however, in 
getting 
the 


combination back on the safe and op- 
ened it in time to begin the business 
of the day at the usual hour. A hatc'a- 
ft was found lying on the floor of 
the bank. With this crude implement 
the men had attempted to open the 
safe. 


A Johnstown citizen who was up 


early this morning saw a ligat flash 
in the bank about one o'clock, but 
he thought nothing of it till this morn- 
ing when the news of the robbery be- 
came known. 


The amateur way in which the men 


went to work and the syle of stuff they 
carried away leads to the belief that 
the four jobs 
were done either by 


tramps or amateur burglars. There 
is no clue, however. 


NEWARK MAN ON TRAIN 


That Was Held Up by Masked Gang Near Savanna, II!.—Chas 


Kline's Thrilling Experience—Mr. Kline Tells Story 


of the Daring Hold Up.

Wednesday's Advocate gave a long 


telegraphic account .of the holdup b> 
six men of a' Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy train-near Marcus, five miles 
from Savanna, 111., where the robbers 
secured a large amount 
of money 


from the express car, but one of the 
men was shot dead by a trainman. 
This story has a local interest from 
the fact that Mr. Charles Kline; form- 
er B. & 0. operator here, figured in 
it prominently. 


After the fireman, had detached Ihe 


express car from the rest of the train 
the engineer was ordered at the. re- 
volver's point to open the 
throttle. 


Thus they proceeded a mile and the 
engine was detached from the mail 
coach. It was there that the safe was 
blown open. When the job was don? 
all the robbers boarded the engine 
and one of the gang opened the throt- 
tle leaving the crew behind. They 
ran the engine eight miles from th<? 
point where the train was stoppea; 
There they deserted the engine, firs: 
letting out the water. 


When the engine and express and 


mail car left the train, the passengers 
were in a panic. 
They 
concealed 


their valuables. The conductor finally 
called for a telegraph operator O.IH! 
Mr. Charles Kline of 
Newark, re- 


sponded. He agreed to go with the 
conductor to Marcus and open 
the 


wire there. 
Several volunteered to 


accompany them, but Kline and Em- 
erson soon found themselves • alon?. 
They proceeded with 
caution 
anft 


finally reached a trestle work. Here 
the robbers 
rear 
guard, stationed 


there to block pursuit, opened fire on 
them. Both retreated and the attenv;n 
to reach the station, which was clos- 
ed, was abandoned. 


The 
following is taken 
from the 


Dubuque. 
Iowa, 
Telegraph-Herald's 


extended account of the holdup: 


Charles Kline, a 
traveling man, 


whose home is in Newark, Ohio, who 
was aboard the train tells the follow- 
ing story of the holdup: 


"At 11:28 o'clock, when the train 


was about four and one-half miles this 
side of Savanna the passengers were 
thrown from their seats by the sudden 
stopping of the train which was run- 
ning at a high rate of speed. The en- 
gineer had seen three men standing 
near the track some distance ahead 
and noticed that one of their number 
held a lantern in his hand and that 
they all wore masks. As the train ap- 
proached the place where the men 
stood the one with the lantern signall- 
ed the engineer to stop, but no atten- 
tion was paid to the signal as the light 
was not the right color, being white in- 
stead of red. A little further on, tne 
engineer could plainly see a red switch 
light which told him that the switch 


had been turned so as to ditch the 
train, and about the same time a tor- 
pedo exploded beneath, the 
engine. 


The train was running at the rate of 
forty or forty-five miles an hour and 
when the red switch light came into 
view the engineer set the air brakes 
and came to a stop within one hundred 
yards of the switch, throwing the pas- 
sengers from their seats. . The train 
had no sooner come to a stop than two 
masked men then ordered the fireman 
to assist in uncoupling the engine and 
first car—a combination express and 
mail car—from the rest of the train, 
and while one man was ie*t In charge 
of the engineer, the others assisted 
by the fireman, finally succeeded in un- 
coupling the two cars next to the en- 
gine. 
They all climbed aboard and 


the engineer was ordered to run north 
about a mile and a quarter. 
After 


coming to a halt two of the gang 
guarded the track against a possible 
attack from the passengers while the- 
others commanded Express Messenger 
Boyle to open the door of his car, but 
the messenger refused to do so. The 
command was repeated three 
times 


and when the robbers met with no re- 
sponse one of their number approach- 
ed the door and pointed a_revolver at 
the occupant of the car. 
The latter, 


however was prepared f«r the attack 
and fired several shots at the man. 
Mr. Boyle asserts that at least one of 
the shots took effect, and he believes 
that the dead robber is the one he 
fired at. 


'•The next move on the part of the 


robbers was to place two dynamite 
cartridges beneath the express car and 
the explosion caused by these com- 
pletely demolished the coach. It was 
then an easy matter to get access to 
the safe, but it required fully three 
hours work before the safe could be 
blown open. The men worked delib- 
erately and appeared to have no fear 
of being interfered with. A short dis- 
tance above where the passenger cars 
stood, there is a telegraph station that 
is used only during the day. The con- 
ductor and myself made an effort to 
reach the station and communicate 
with East Dubuque. 
We had almost 


reached tne building when we noticed 
two men standing in the middle of the 
track, and when they saw us they op- 
ened fire. One of the bullets whizzed 
past my ear and we lost no time in get- 
ting back to the train. We ran at full 
speed. 
The conductor earned a lan- 


tern in his hand and when the passen- 
gers saw us coming, they became pan- 
ic-stricken, thinking that we were be- 
ing pursued by the robbers. The scene 
as we came into view of the coaches is 
one that I will never forget. Men, wo- 
men and children were rushing about 


through the coaclios, many jumped 
from the train ar,1' ""'isht hiding plac- 
es in the woods on cjither side of the 
track. Those who !;ad money and oth- 
er valuables on th'.-ir persons, hid their 
valuables in every nook and corner of 
the coaches, som<' of the passengers 
buried their treasure in the ground be- 
side the tracks, while others secreted 
thir wealth about their persons. 


"When we reached the trains some 


reported that they could see a light ap- 
proaching and a Catholic priest who 
was among the passengers, went up 
the track and fired several shots in the 
direction of the Ji^ht. After tne first 
shot was fired the light suddenly dis- 
appeared and. the passengers were 
again quieted. 


"For nearly four hours the passen- 


gers, particularly the women and chil- 
dren were panic stricken. Among the 
party, as usual t'.u-re were a few cool 
heads, who tried to quiet the others, 
but their efforts met with poor suc- 
cess. 


"It was feared that the desperadoes 


would return after rifling the express 
car and hold up the occupants of the 
coaches. It was this belief that caus- 
ed so much alarm among the passen- 
gers and as a result many of them 
spent the night hiding in the 
woods 


and could not be induced to board the 
train again, till they were assured that 
there was no further danger. 


"After rifling the safe of its contents 


estimated at between 130,000 and $40,- 
000,-the hold up men, loaded their 
booty into sacks and, detaching the en- 
gine from the wrecked express and 
mail car ,they kicked the engineer out 
Df the cab and ran north about eight 
miles, where .they deserted the engine 
and made their escape with the booty, 
It was while the bandits were mak- 
ing their escape from the scene o^: the 
'sold up that they threw their dead 
companion from.the cab of the engine. 
The body rolled down a steep embank- 
ment and was discovered at an early 
hour this morning by some of the pas- 
sengers who were hunting for the en- 
gine, which had been run a distance of 
fully ten miles from where the passen- 
ger coaches stood. 


"I have been in several collisions in 


different parts-of the country, when 
lives have beenrlost, but the exper- 
ience I went through last night will 
•never be forgotten. 
We were all so 


terrified that the scene was one that 
has made a deep impresison on my 
mind. 
The sight of the women and 


children as they ran about wringing 
their hands and crying for .protection, 
vas a sight that- would melt the hard- 
est heart. 


"The robbers/'however, did not mo- 


lest the passengers' in any way. 


"The express car contained a large 


lumber of Mexican parrots, belonging 
to Mr. Kline, who was bringing them 
'o Dubuque for'.'sale. 
A number of 


the cages containing the birds stood 
lear the safe, and when the latter was 
blown open, the birds began screaming 
it the top of their voices.

Inventor's Plan Is to Fecil Sprouted 


Corn to1 tlie Stock. 


"It will revolutionise the business of 


feeding cattle and make meat cheaper 
and better than- ever before, besides 
saving millions of dollars to stock- 
men," said recently an attorney who is 
interested in the invention of John 
Kammer for the economical feeding 
and fattening of cattle, according to a 
Chicago dispatch- to the New I'ork 
Herald. • -•• •-•'•-• 


"The invention is-not in a theoretical 


stage," he continued, "but has been 
given practical tests "which prove that 
it -will do all that is claimed for it- 
make a bushel of corn go as far as two 
bushels now go in the fattening of 
stock." 


Kammer's device consists of a large 


galvanized iron case, with drawers, to 
serve as receptacles for shelled corn, 
each drawer hfning a capacity of half 
a bushel. On the top and on four sides 
of the case is placed common moss, 
such as may be gathered in the woods. 
The moss is three inches thick and is 
compressed so as to form a huge 
sponge for tbe retention of water. It 
is thoroughly dampened, and in this 
moist atmosphere the corn begins to 
sprout almost immediately. 
In four 


days the hard grain is converted into 
a mass of tender sprouts, fed by the 
softened pulp. It is then ready for 
feeding to live stock or poultry. The 
claims made for this process nre: 


It increases the weight by the growth 


of tho grain up to 100 per cent; ren- 
ders grain wholly digestible and nutri- 
tive; brings to the grain by chemical 
changes valuable food elements not 
otherwise obtained; aids digestion of 
other foods with which the grown 
grain comes in contact; supplies the 
best tonic that can be given to ani- 
mals; converts corn, the great stock 
feeding material, into tbe ideal food 
for poultry and all young growing 
stock, and supplies at all seasons of the 
year a food to .ill animals which is 
the equivalent of the nutritious pas- 
tures of summer.

Outville Creamery Case 


The case of Julius S. Beecher 
vs. 


the 
Outville 
Creamery 
company, 


which has been on trial to 
Judge 


Seward for the past two days, was 
concluded Thursday. 


The action 
was 
brought by Mr. 


Beecher, by his attorneys Flory 
& 


Flory, to enjoin the Outville Cream- 
ery company from emptying the offa! 
and slop from the creamery upon '.Uo 
land of Mr. Beecher, adjoining 
the 


creamery lot at Outville, O. The*'e 
was also a complaint made by the 
plaintiff against the defendant com- 
pany and its officers for contempt in 
violating the order of the Court and 
its injunction restraining them from 
continuing to allow the refuse from 
the creamery to run upon the land of 
Mr. Beecher. The case attracted con- 
siderable attention on account of tho 
interest among the people at Outville 
and a large number of witnesses ant! 
spectators were present 
throughout 


the trial. 


After hearing 
the 
evidence 
the 


Court found that the defendants had 
no right to run the refuse from their 
creamery upon the land of Mr. Beecn- 
er, or into 
the 
stream 
running 


through his land, and that the tem- 
porary injunction was properly 
al- 


lowed; and that the defendant shouM 
be perpetually enjoined from allow- 
ing any of the refuse, offal, or slop's 
from their creamery to run in or up- 
on the land of Mr. Beecher. 
The 


Court, upon the complaint* for con- 
tempt, found that the Creamery com 
pany, and all of the defendants, ex- 
cept Dr. Letherman, who it turned 
out was not an officer of the company 
and had nothing to do with the acts 
of the defendant at the time com- 
plained of, and was, by consent, dis- 
missed from the ease, were 
found 


guilty of being in contempt of the ol- 
der and injunction of the Court; out 
it appeared that the violation of tho 
order was not intentional, and com- 
mitted under a possible misapprehen- 
sion by the defendants of what the 
order of the Court was, the 
Court 


fined them only the costs of the con 
tempt proceeding. The defendants de- 
siring to make some arrangement to 
dispose of the refuse matter 'he 
Court gave them twenty days in which 
to 
do 
this. 
The 
defendants 


gave notice of appeal to the Circuit 
^ourt, ,and filed their motion for a 
new trial in the contempt proceed- 
ing, which may also be taken to the 
Circuit court.
